Few of us 
could afford a lawn in the 
true sense of the word, A real 
lawn is expensive to make 
and requires continual atten- 
tion, far more attention than 
the home gardener can pro- 
vide. 

For some reason that has 
mever been explained in a 
satisfactory way, a lawn is 
considered essential by most 
gardeners, but few: are: pre- 
pared to spend the hundreds 
of doMars necessary for prep- 
aration before .sowing and 
maintenance afterwards. 

Since there are thousands of 
grass plants to_every square 
yard of lawn, the area has to 
be theroughly prepared, com- 
paratively free of weeds, and 
the soil well enriched before 
the seed is sowtl. We have no 
way of cultivating around 
each plant as we do around 
our shrubs and perennials. 
TIME, WORK 

This thprough preparation 
requires a lot of time and 
work. It is at this point the 
home gardener usualty” falls 
down, and it is the beginning 
of many later: troubles that 
ean be both difficult and 
éxpensive to correct. 

When -a new lawn is sown 
the annual, or nurse grasses 
come up first. These protect 
the later; germinating— and 
slower growing perennial 
grasses. 

It takes three years for the 
permanent grasses to take 
over and make the final turf, 
and constant care and good 
judgment are needed throuch- 
out this period if the lawn is 
to be satisfactory. 

To build a satisfactory turf 
we have to eliminate all 
weeds until the grasses are 
capable of filling the area and 
preventing weeds from gain- 
ing a foothold. 

EVERY INCH 

For the first year this 
means hard work. Every inch 
of lawn should be gone over 
once a week to remove weed 
seedlings. 

Since the average home 
gardener lacks time for this 
job and is not prepared to pay 
for outside help, he resorts to 
weed-killers 


Experiments show that new 
lawns treated with weed- 
killers are weakened and take 
longer to build a permanent 
turf, this giving us our sécond 
cause of lawn troubles.

QUIZZING THE GARDENER 


Q. My fuchsias are begin- 
ning to grow now. in the 
garden, but they séem to have 
a lot of dead branches. Will 
these be all-right if I leave 
them? P. D. Q., Saanich. 

A. This is not enough in- 
formation, to advise you fully. 
Suggest you cut off all 
branches down to the lowest 
green shoot, which will likely 
be just about soil level. Then 
put a two-inch layer of rotted 
compost or old manure around 
the plants. 

Supplement this with two 
liquid fertilizer feeds, one by 
end of May, the next at end of 
June, and plenty of water 
after the growth makes head- 
way.

Any week now the camping fever will hit Victoria 
with full force and cars, like motorized tortoises, will 
head for beauty spots, each topped with the family’s 
“second home”. Every .time I see one of these “tor- 
toises” heading out on the highway I'm reminded of 
Mrs. Caroline Schubert, one of-the first women in our 
province to be faced With the task of camping with a 
young family. Hers was the granddaddy of all trips, 
culminating in her giving birth to her fourth child 
in a hastily erected tent. Her “physician” was an 
Indian woman. 

Mrs, Schubert made her. history-making trip in 1862 and the 
little girl born on that journey was the first white girl to be 
born in the imterior of our province. 

So far, in this series on pioneer women I've restricted the 
heroines to those who settlea on Vancouver Island. Although 
Mrs. Schubert's story rightly bejongs to the mainiand, it is so 
stirring that to omit it would be to deprive readers of a saga 
rarely surpassed 


Slogged Way Through Snow Drifts — 


Tn 1860, the Schuberts were living in St. Paul. The Indians 
were on the eve of a general uprising and, to avoid -possible 
annihilation, the Schuberte set out for the safer Fort Garry, 
lova' the Canadian side of the border 450 miles away. 
Travelling on horseback, they trekked across the prairies, their 
horses fighting a continual battle with the deep snowdrifts of 
mid-winter, Several times they were held up by Indians and 
robbed, But, they made their objective and spent two years 
within the safety of the fort. 

Gold fever had hit the Cariboo and Mr. Sc had one of 
the worst “cases.” In spite of the fact that she* three 
children, the youngest barely two, and a fourth baby-expected- 
in less than five months, Mrs. Schubert insisted on joining her 
husband in his bunt for his “‘pot of gold,” After that first trip, 
she was sure that ‘this new trip would be a -plenic by 
comparison. 

There were 96 Red Kiver carts in the caravan when it set 
out on June 2, 1862, after being blessed by Bishop Tache, each 
wagon hauled by two oxen and laden with mining tools, tents 
and food, mostly péemmican. : Fr 

Mrs. Schubert rode -a buckskin, sitting astride with two of 
her children, Mary Jane and August, swinging from two basket 
cradles, slung across the shoulders of her horse. Her husband

“Sunday: Four days at sea 
now, Seems an eternity Being 
Sunday, Pat has the day aff, 
which means I do the cooking.

Great feeling to 
be away from land. The boat is 
in her element running down

adrift. Sounded like cannon 
fire. In spite of the four lights 
burning on deck it seemed 
pitch black out- Went forward, 
dropped the sail and found a 
shackle had come undone." 


Ghost Aboard! 


“Pat called out twice to me 
while I was up there, asking if 
I was still on board.
